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The following report of schools, for the year ending March, 1880, 
is respectfully submitted : 

DISTRICT NUMBER 1. 

The summer school was taught by Miss Ella V. Walker. At the 
first examination the teacher exhibited laudable energy in the work 
she had undertaken, and it was apparent that valuable and worthy 
accomplishments would be the result of her efforts. The final in- 
spection of the term showed it to have been successful in a very high 
degree. Perfect unity and sympathy of feeling existed between 
teacher and pupils, and the recitations were such as to evince a praise- 
worthy method of instruction on the part of the instructor, and a 
thorough understanding of the studies pursued, on the part of the 
scholars. Miss Walker is a teacher of considerable experience, and 
holds a high position among those engaged in the vocation of teach- 
ing. Inthe winter, Mr. Freidel S. Putnam took charge of the school. 
It was his first essay at teaching, yet he attained the success such 
as commonly crowns the labors of an experienced teacher. Good 
order, correct instruction and rapid progress, were proceeds of his 
efforts. Mr. Putnam, in the management of this school, demon- 
strated his ability to win high laurels in the work of youthful 
instruction. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 2. 

In this district the Committee had the good fortune to secure for 
the entire year, the services, of the: well-known and experienced 
teacher, Miss Nellie L. Clough. Each of the three terms was pre- 
eminently successful. The order was unexceptionable ; the instruc- 
tion, of the highest quality ; and unexampled progress was made in 
the various branches pursued. The teacher manifested a prodigious 
combination of tact, energy and capacity, in the management and 
government of these terms of study. Her labors were characterized 
by an untiring devotion in administering to the needs and require- 
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ments of her pupils. Miss Clough needs no words of commendation‘ 
for she has won for herself a lasting and well-deserved reputation as 
a teacher of the highest worth and excellence. 


: DISTRICT NUMBER 3. 

Miss Kate M. Chellis conducted the summer term. The school 
was all that could have been desired. It was eminently successful. 
The drill in reading, an art which has been neglected to an alarming 
extent in the common schools, was of a very high order, while due 
attention was given every study. The winter term was taught by 


Miss Ida C. Weston, a lady of rare accomplishments. Good order, 
correct discipline, and a perfect methodical arrangement of the 


classes, were conspicuous elements of the work here performed. 
The exercises at the close of the term, were of such a character as 
to reflect much credit upon the pupils, and to betoken for Miss Wes- 
ton a very inviting future in the high calling she has chosen. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 4. 

Miss Addie M. Walker taught in the summer. Although a novice 
in the art of teaching, she manifested wonderful tact and talent for 
the work. The improvement, by all of the classes, was highly 
commendable. In the winter Mr. Frank O. Chellis assumed the po- 
sition of teacher. The school was in every respect an excellent 
one—it was unqualifiedly successful. The pupils were correctly and 
thoroughly drilled in all of their studies, and the progress was as 
great as was compatible with such instruction. Mr. Chellis, in the 
guidance of this school, exhibited all the requisites of a successful 
teacher. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 5. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Sarah A. Bartlett. It was 
her first effort at teaching, and she succeeded admirably. In the fall 
the school was under the tuition of Miss Sarah B. Colby. Miss Col- 
by had a due sense of the importance of the trust committed to her, 
and faithfully performed the work of the school-room. The pupils, 
under her instruction made rapid progress, and the closing examina- 
tion exercises showed her labors to have been productive of the best 
results. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 6. 

Miss Lora EK. Brown was employed as teacher for the summer 
term. The school was conducted admirably for about seven weeks, 
when the teacher called to account one of the larger lady pupils for 
loud and unbecoming talk. Her parents countenanced the insubor- 
dination, and, having secured the cooperation of some of the other 
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parents, all but one pupil were taken out, or were influenced to stay 
away from school. ‘This course, pursued by a portiom of the inhabi- 
tants of the district, is, hitherto, unprecedented in the history of the 
schools of this town, and certainly deserves the condemnation of 
every citizen who was cognizant of the transaction, and who is in- 
terested in the well being and prosperity of the common school. 
Miss Brown is a young lady of blameless morals and good qualifica- 
tions, and the term would have been completely successful, had it 
received the support to which it was entitled. The fall term was 
under the charge of Mrs. Ida Barton, and was_ productive of most 
excellent results. ‘he scholars were made to acquire thoroughly, 
and the progress, consequently, was great. Mrs. Barton was unre- 
mitting in her labors in promoting the interests of her pupils. 
REMARKS. 

It will be seen by the foregoing report that the schools of this 
town the past year, with a single exception, have attained merited 
success, and in the exceptive instance the fault did not rest with the 
teacher, but with soime of the citizens of the district. 

It is the imperative duty of the parents to yirtuously sustain and 
encourage the teacher when with wise, honest and legitimate efforts 
he endeavors to perform the respective duties of his vocation. And 
when a combination of parents plot to destroy a school in successful 
continuance, because the teacher is not of their choice, it is the duty 
of the community at large to rebuke those who should engage in 
such an iniquitous daring; for if the custom is established that two 
or three parents, who have no superior claim to mental training and 
intellectual development, can at pleasure when dissatisfied with the 
teacher, prevent the progress of aterm of study, which, if allowed 
to continue, would be highly useful and profitable, and commit a 
wrong against the teacher so grievous, a usage will be sanctioned 
that will result ina deplorable deterioration of our public schools.
